LARGER QUANTITIES: 5 of a variety at three times the each price. 10 of a variety 
at five times the each price. 

SUBSTITUTIONS: Permission to substitute varieties sometimes helps in filling orders 
more promptly. Please indicate whether permissable. Where made, greater value 
will be given in same color. 

SHIPPING DATES: May 1-June 15. Ample time to provide good strong blooming 
plants by fall. 

TIME OF DELIVERY: Please mark orders with earliest, (preferred) and latest dates 
acceptable to you as — May 15 (May 25) June 5. 

TYPES OF PLANTS SHIPPED: All prices apply to rooted cuttings. We can supply 
transplants at the nursery throughout the summer and blooming plants in the 
fall. Those who wish to pick up rooted cuttings or transplants at the nursery 
should, whenever possible, give at least three days advance notice, and where this 
is done we will give extras on the orders. Shipments of mums are prepaid. 

PLANTING: If rooted cuttings are to be planted directly outside, they should be pro- 
tected from frost. In our own planting, we either flat or pot them or set'in the 
open after danger of frost. 

RESULTS: Rooted cuttings are used almost exclusively by commercial growers. They 
should give excellent blooming plants by fall. 

BLOOMING DATES: Dates refer to time blooming starts. This varies some with the 
season. Most varieties continue blooming until hard freezing’ weather with the 
exception of a few very early ones. 

TYPES OF FLOWERS: All varieties have double flowers, except as noted. 

DIRECTIONS FOR GROWING: We shall be glad to send directions to all customers 
who request them with their orders.
